Retrospect of China’s Undertakings to Protect Trademarks: 





‘The New Law's Sudden Appearance: Strong Foreign 
Objections and a Generally Unsatisfactory Position 


Peking, Apr. 10. 
‘Tho following is a review , of| 
tho trademarks question :—The| 
‘subjeoi has been dealt with by 
notes and. discussions so many 
times that ib is difficult to wndor- 
stand tho exact position withou'| 
going back many years. Tt was| 
first given an official character| 
by the Mackay Treaty of 190% 
when China undertook to. afford 
protection to British: trademarks} 
against infringement, imitation 
or colourable imitation by Chi 
ese. In tho samo. treaty: 
undertook that the Superintend- 
onta of Northern and Southern 
Trade should establish ottices| 
within their respective jurisdic. 
tion under control of the Mart 
imo Customs where forsign trade. 
marks might be registered on] 
payment of « reasonable fee. 
JAPAN. AND’, 8, ‘TREATIRS 
In tho Treaty botwoen 
and Japan of 1908 the Chmeso| 
Government agreed ‘to make| 
and fafchfully enforce such re- 
lations os are necessary {or 
preventing Chinese subjects from] 
infringing rogistered trademarks 
hold by. Japanese subjects. it 
was further agread that tho 
Chinese Government. should es- 
tablish registratTbn offices whero| 
foreign trademarks and copy-| 
rights, upon application for tho] 
protection of the Chinese Govern- 
mont, should be registered in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
tho regulations tobe Horeattor 
framed by tho Chinese Govern- 
nent for the purpose of -protect- 
fing trademarks and copyrights, 
‘Tho Treaty botween China and 
the United States of 1903 states 
that “China now agrees. fully to 
protect any citizon or corporation 
of tho United States in tho 6x: 
elusivo uso in the Empiro of 
China of any lawful trademark 
to the exclusive use of which 10 
the United States thy arg en- 
titled, or which they hivo adopt 
ed and used, "or intend to lop 
and iso a’ soon ag registered, | 
for inclusivé use within the Em: 
pire of China, To this end the 
Chines Government agrees to is 
suo by ite proper authorities pro- 
cclamations, having the force of 
Jane, forbidding all subjects of 
China, from infringing on, Imit- 
ating, golourably imitating, or 
knowingly passing off an. mite 
tion. of trademarks belonging to 
citizens of tho United States, 
which shall have heen registered 
by tho proper authorities of tha 
United States at such offices 8 
tho Chinese Government. will. o* 
tablish far such purpose, on pay: 
ment, of a reasonable feo, nifter 
‘duo investigati 
authorities, 
with reasonable regulations. 
Tho foregoing deals only with 
infringement by. Chinese, but ve- 
ciprocal protection of trademarks 
has been arranged between Brit 
ain om the one part and Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Germany, 
Italy, the Nethorlands, Portugal 
and. ‘tho, United States on the 
other, anid by agreement. between 
most of these countries.

LAW SUDDENLY PRoMULoATED. 

‘Tho subject was subsequently) 
brought forward by the Powers) 
in 1907, 1908 and many other 
casions throughout the following 
14 years, but no substantial pro- 
gress was made until 1922, whon| 
the Associated British Chambers) 
of Commerce submitted, through| 
the British Legation, the dratt 
‘of a trademarks law for China. 
‘The Chambers had taken great 
pains in drafting this law to} 
ake it aceoptable to ail til 
Powers concerned. i 

‘Tho draft was well received by 
the Chinese Government, and; 
there then scemed a prospect at} 
Tost. of this long-standing ques 
tion being settled satisfactorily.| 
The Chinese Government took| 
the matier in hand and in May, 
1993, the Chinese Trademarks| 
Law was suddenly ptomulgated.| 
Tt was undoubtedly based prine:- 
pally on the foreign recommetttia-| 
tions, "and. the frst tmpression| 
created in foreign circles Waa] 
favourable, Careful study of tho} 
Law, however, brought. to. light| 
several points which were con- 
Sidered potential sources of fric-

HIS CRILICS

We are all familiar with the] 
vagaries of the globe-trotter| 
‘turned author. His effusions 
are usually interesting to 
athomes and frequently add to] 
the gaiety of exiles in the lands 
he describes, though; oceasional- 
ly, they raise the _question| 
whether, after all, truth is real- 
ly stranger than fiction, It_ i} 
seldom that Nemesis so swiftly| 
overtakes the offender as in the| 
ease of T'. Simpson Carson, who| 
was compelled to render an 
pology to the Rev. Fred. 
Brown, formerly a missionary in 
‘Tientsin, pay an indemnity ‘and 
withdraw his book from ciréula-| 
tion. ‘The details were publish-| 
‘ed in our issuo of the 8th inst-| 
ant, ‘Tho probabilities are that] 
‘Mr, Carson sinned in Dr. John- 
‘son's good company through] 
“ignorance, pure ignorance.” 
He may havo been unfortunate! 
too, in his friends, for he who} 
takes his Chineso ‘history from 
‘the tales of sea captains on the| 
const ot from loungers near ‘‘the| 
ongest bar in the Far Wast" 
had better imitate hit who was} 
‘go wary wiso he scarce received 
for gospel what the Church be- 
Hieved."” ‘Thero are some seven| 
‘thousand missionaries in China; 
indeed, we might parody the re- 
mark of a recent distinguished] 
isitor to our city and say that! 
‘China is “infested with mission- 
haries”’ and yet it is possbile for 
an innocent globe-trotter to ru] 
shoulders with them and never| 
recognize them. ‘The Shanghi 
Missionary Association has re 
cognized the gravity of this un- 
fortunate state of affairs and 
appointed a committes to deal 
with it, These gentlemen havo} 
formed themselves into a 
“Traveller's Aid Association.” 
hey intend to liave a notice| 
cord hung in the vestibules of 
all ‘hotels and in a prominent| 
place on the liners which make| 
Shanghai a port of call. These 
will notify travellers who wish| 
‘to seo something of tlie mission-| 
ary work done in this city that} 
it they will ring up a certain| 
‘telephone number they will 
havo a guide placed at their dis-| 
posal and trips will be arranged| 
covering a period of from one! 
hour fo a whole day, in which| 
‘they may acquire information| 
that will save them from the 
fate of tho gentleman who was| 
unfortimate enowh to give 
names and dates in his fairy tate| 
of missionary activities in 1900, 
and so rendered himself liable 
for an action for defamation of 
tinracter and was muleted in 
heavy damages. 

Missionai are, in o sense,| 
‘public men and are engaged in| 
an enterprise which cannot be 
‘carried on withont appeals. for) 
public support. They are there- 
fore targets for criticism as ars 
statesmen, municipal coancillors 
and even editors of newspapers. 
No ono in suéh a position may| 
















































‘expressed in language of parlia- 
mentary propriety. And so we| 
venture to say, witli apologies to| 
our missionary friends, that we| 
think there is a certain amonat| 
of truth in the popular belie! 
that missionaries aro ‘queer. 
Long ago “Macaulay describe} 
tho Puritans as men in whom 
“One overpowering  sentiment| 
had subjected to itself pity and 
hatred, ambition and fear.” 
‘Now-men gf one idea aro always| 
interesting“and unavoidably ec- 
centric for, the mind ° being] 
dominated by one thought, has 
little room left for the common| 
trivialities that make up  out| 
daily life. The pioneers in the 
world-wide missionary enterprise| 
which historians will, perhaps, | 
regard: as the outstanding char 
acteristic of the century we live] 
in, were men of this type. Read} 
Longford’s “Story of Korea” 
and marvel at the endurance of| 
the Catholic missionaries who, 
little more than’ a generation 
ago, stole into the Herinit King. 
dom and, after enduring untold 
hardsbips, were tortured and 
barbarously executed in the| 
market place. And there was 
never lack of volunteers enger| 
to take the.place of those whol 
hhad thus perished. Or, to take 











© less gruesome example, it is| 


not so very long since there pass- 
ed away @ missionary in China 
‘who was obsessed witli the idea 
that when ‘the gospel had been| 
preached in all the cities of this, 
then unopened, land the golden| 
‘ge would come. With a single 
‘coolio to carry his exignous Ing. 
‘gage he traversed the country! 
delivering what lie called his} 
“message” in every place _he| 
passed through tntil the route of| 
is wanderings, when traced on 
® map, looked’ like a projected 
railway line. What the people| 
who listened to this strange ap- 
parition of a foreign devil, who| 
talked to them of things utterly 
beyond their —compreliension 
thought of him it ia impossible) 
to say, but they would certainty’ 
have agreed that he was 
queer." 

‘This type of missionary, fair-| 
ly common some thirty years| 
'ag0,. is now rapidly passing] 
away. Indeed, the bight water] 
mark of missions in China was| 
‘reached in April, 1922, whien the| 
foreign missionaries in confer- 
ence assembled in this city .of| 
Shanghai formally handed over| 
to the Chinese leaders pre-emin- 
ence in the task of Christianiz- 
ing their own country. Hence-| 
forth the foreigner is to be the| 
co-ndjutor of the Chinese work-| 
er, his friend and fellow-worker, 
but, not necessarily, his leader. 
Presumably he feels that the 
weixht of responsibility does not 
now rest so heavily on his

is greatly desired. We have| 
the proverb, “All that aman 
hath will he give for his life,’ 
and the Chinese bandits act on 
this assumption when they cap- 
ture foreigners and hold them) 
to ransom. Apart from exter-| 
nal cirenmstances over which we 
have no power, what must we 
do or avoid to attain to a goo! 
old age? Whatever the answer 
it should correspond with 
the actnal facts of life.

‘The| Si 
mean present age of users is 97.2 
years, and of the non-users, 
97.8 ‘years. As the scientist 
observes, it is thius evident that 
it is possible to attain great age 
either with or without the use 
‘of alcohol as a beverage. Of the! 
Women, 68 per cent. were total 
fabstainers, with s mean per. 
centage of 98.8 years. ‘Thirty. 
two per cent were moderate 
drinkers with an average pre- 
sent age of 98.7 years. As to| 
tobacco, of the twenty-six men, | 
six smoked, five chewed, ond 
two both smoked and chewed 
tobacco. ‘The. remaining  thir-| 
teen havo never used tobacco in 
any form. Of twenty-one wo- 
men, only one hag used tobacco

tig substitution of state control

Last Sunday we thought, of 
Revelation—those truths that 
present themsclves through the! 
amedium of Nature and Seripture 
for oity attention, ncceptaneo and! 
advantage, But. wo aro all aware! 
‘of another kind of influence that 
tenda to sweep us out of their] 
reach, to sap our moral security 
and fo destroy our pence. Wo 
call it temptation. 

‘Now it is important wo should 
take tho measure of hostility so 
that we may faco it without fear. 
Everybody knows the difference 
it makes in games to have. con- 
fidence, whether it bo billiards, 
golf of what not. Be sure you 
‘ean tackle that “pot” or that 
“pute” and you will, but fear is 
fatal to success. I have just been| 

ing ina handbook on medi: 
¢ that when illness is around 
it is a great handicap to get 
frightened. Tt disables resistance, 
tia Kinglake testified long ago 
from his experience of the plague| 
in Cairo. 

‘So in moral questions. ‘Thero| 
can be no victory for the man 
who already counts himself a 
victim. He magnifies tho power 
of evil beyond reason and pur 
renders at the first summons, Tho] 
Apostle Peter had experience of 
this in the courtyard of tho high! 
priest when temptation searched] 
his soul, It was fear that, hur 
him into disowning his 
witer and disgracing himself 
Perhaps it was for this reason 
that. twier in_his short. epistle he 
begs his fellow | Christians to 
Keep cool (as Moffat translates 
the phrato “he sober”). It is the 
first item in confidence. 
ing the mensuro of| 
































‘TIE HALLMARK OF HUMANITY. 

‘this chapter, of Corinthians is 
‘great contribution to the sub 
ject. First the opostle tan 
tha’ overconfident and sa 
momber that your fat 
what they sot out for by yielding 
to. temptations. “Take, warning 
from their downfall.” ‘Then ho 
turna the truth ‘over for tho 
benefit of tho under-confident— 
those who mingnified tho danger 
of temptation. and took for 
granted they would fail. “Re- 
member two KS," says the 
Apostle. (1) that your ease is 
not peculiar, you are sharing the 
gounmnon experience. Tt is the 
hallmark of humanity to bo 
tempted. No temptation hath 
taken you but such as is common, 
to men.” Tt js involved in the 
development of human character. 

That is thie first ground of 
encouragement for the tempted, 
(and you have only to read tha 
diaries of tho best. men to know 
how true at is). And this is the 
second reason for confidence, that 
there is a way out—a “why of 
escape,” Tt Is not with us as with 
tho entombed miners in the Red- 
ding pit near Falkirk, whose 
ohanee of escape wag, blocked by 
the enormous rush of water in 
the workings. 

REPRESSED ‘TENDENCIES. 


‘Think of these two parts in 
turn (1) “that” wa are. in for 
tempbation but (2) that wo need 
not be under it.

‘TINGS THAT DON’T MATTER. 
1s a rule, the person who is 
putting well is observing the 
two principles.

painted in pale and deep blue 
Were imported into our country in 
large quantities during the latter 
half of the eth centmy ‘by our 
Eastern merchants.
